brought into the court by Waden 
A. G. Walk er of the state prison

Cly desdale and Lieut. McInty re say the 
secenery was magnificent almo st bey o nd 
descriptio n, and all who to o k part were 
impressed by the eno rmo us size o f the 
mo untains and by the ex trao rdinary v isi­ 
bility that permitted the w'ho le range to 
be seen to the western ho rizo n. Thro ugh 
a trick o f v isio n, so me o f the peaks seem­ 
ed higher than Ev erest, the St. Lo uis Po st- 
Dispatch say s. 
Bo th pilo ts were so struck 
with the great pano rama that neither was 
prepared upo n his return to discuss its 
details o r v ariances fro m ex isting maps. 
Co l. Blacker, who wo rked three cam­ 
eras o n the trip, remarked that the o nly 
limit to the v iew' was due to the earth’s 
curv ature. He and his fello w' pho to graph­ 
er, S. R. Bo nnett, w'ere able to get so me 
fine pictures o f Ev erest’s peak, including

were able to co me wnthin 100 feet o f the 
peak and to linger 15 minutes in the v ic­ 
inity .

Christian Science, or ex'en hearing 
ic favorably mentioned the inquiry 
xvill naturally arise: How can I use 
it? or what benefit can come to me 
from this teaching? 
This is a practical age, and there 
are many theories of living being 
proposed on ali sides; 
so one is 
justified in asking for a practical 
viewpoint. Mrs. Eddy has written 
in

Health, p. 37), “ It is possible,— yea, 
it is the duty and privilege of every 
chjid, man, and woman,— to folloxv

In the first place, one reading the 
text book gains at once something 
of confidence from its clear, bold 
statement of

phrases, that there is nothing to 
fear, for God is theonly power and 
creator. 
Then, 
as 
one 
reads 
the 
Bible under this new, vivid, spirit­ 
ual interpretation, he begins to feel 
the presence of the Christ, as mani­ 
fested in Jesus* time and as exemplifi­ 
ed in his works. He sees that Jesus’ 
words, “ Lo, I am w'ith you always, 
even unto the end of the w'orld,” 
have a new meaning; that th,ey con­ 
stitute a genuige promise on which 
one may rely with confidence. He 
finds 
new hope 
in

words, 
“ And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comfort­ 
er, that he may abide with you for 
ex er.” 
A nexv and wonderful courage is 
born as one finds that these and 
other promises of the Bible are for 
us to-day; that they are practical 
and are realizable in one's every­ 
day experience.

is his by right of inheritance. An Jieir- 
at-la\v does not beg for his portion 
— he fulfills the (Conditions demand­ 
ed by establishing his identity and 
his relationship to the testator. He 
resists and repels whatever is an­ 
tagonistic

ant, and thus achieves his rightful 
oxvuership. 
In 
Christian 
Science 
one often hears the expression “ do­ 
ing one’s work.” meaning this pro­ 
cess of establishing a idear realiza­ 
tion of one’s identity and relation­ 
ship as a child of God.

Of course, the statement that man 
is never really sick is not meant to 
dispute that human br-ings do be­

When 
Christian 
Science 
declare.^ 
that man is never really sick, it 
refers to the perfect, spiritual man 
of God s creation— the man whose 
creation is spoken of in the first 
chapter of Genesis. 
The false sense 
of man, or the “ moital man” as he 
is 
sumetimes 
called 
in 
Christian 
Science, is that xvhich must be cor­ 
rected and healed: and to that end. 
effort is being directed in Christian 
Science. 
This is clearly the point 
made by the apostle Paul when he 
counsels 
the 
early 
Christians 
to 
“ put off . . . the old man. which is 
corrupt; . . . and that ye put on 
the new man, . . . created m right­ 
eousness and true holiness.” 


Through proper study and under­ 
standing of God’s perfect creation 


tion. 
In other words, all of God’s 
ideas being “ very good” must co­ 
operate 
harmoniously. 
Then 
one 
might reason: I want to do some­ 
thing useful and helpful, and there 
must be something useful and help­ 
ful for me to do. 
In such cases 
one must reason unselfishly, even 
lovingly, as well as sensibly. Per­ 
haps here, too, the element of fear 
eniers prominently. 
One may be 
afraid that thpre is no opening for 
him; that his income, being stopped, 
make i his family will accordingly suffer. 
A 
very little 
reasoning, 
liow'ever, 
should dissipate the fear. 
My heav­ 
enly Father cares for me. I live, 
move, and have my being in Him, 
and there is nothing to fear. Hav­ 
ing 
overcome

then decide what he has to give, 
and then his task, instead of its 
being to get a position, becomes a 
search for an opportunity to give 
something. 


I heard recently of a man of ma­ 
ture years, being in search of a 
position. 
At every place to w'hich 
he applied he xvas told he was too 
old. 
Then some one showed him 
how he W'as seeking to get, instead 
of to give, and at the next place he 
talked differently. 
He didn’t ask 
for a job, but began to tell the man 
in charge w'hat he had to give, and 
how' willing he was to give, and 
how' valuable his services w'ould be. 
He soon 
interested the employer 
and W'as given a trial. 
He then 
applied himself intelligently to give 
as recorded in the Bible, and spiri- some of the qualities he had men- 
tually interpreted in “ Science and 
Health w'ith Key to the Scriptures.” 
Christian Scientists do believe that 
the ills and discords of this human 
existence can be largely overcome. 
This is surely in accord with the 
promises and experiences of Jesiis 
of Nazareth and his disciples. The 
vigor of the Christian Science move­ 
ment, and the many instances or 
physical healing under its practice, 
bear eloquent testimony that Chris­ 
tian Science is founded upon the

It is not in any 
sense the exercise of imagination or 
xvilEpoxver to correct the discordant 
sense. 
It is the calm, clear reason­ 
ing and reasonable inierpreiation of 
the Bib l‘=‘ account of creation,'where­ 
in all of God s c! eation, including 
man, is declared to be “ very good." 
B U S IN E S S P R O B L E M S 
Christian Science 
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denied rs realitx ; he rebuked the 
belief of fever entertained by the 
xvonian and those around her. 'Then 
please cbse"ve what happened— im­ 
mediately 
“ giie 
arose, 
and 
minis­ 
tered ur.fo i ’lem ,' thus indicating 
clearly frat she no longer feared 
the disease, that she no longer be- 
Eexed that v had any power ox'Cr 
her. and tha'' she w'as free. 
AS soon, then 
as her consciou.s- 
n.:is treed from ^he false be- 
r e f e : A iieis of disease and weakness,

and unixersal in Es adaptation and!effort to destroy sin and the effects 
besto'xals' 
'Science 
and 
Health, of sinful beliefs. 
As comprehended 
p. loo 
Through the application of this 
reasoning, many men and 
wom*^!! 
are xx orking out harmoniously the 
so-called business pro’olems of life. 
Let us consider this brieflx, by tak­ 
ing the vase of one cut of employ- 
ment. seeking a position. 
In accord 
•x'ith th-i;: Science, one might first 
declare and know th.at all of Gods 
creatcjr :? designed to present an 
harmonious and p^rfert manifesia- 


m Christian Science, sin embraces 
not 
only 
the 
xx ell-recognized 
in­ 
stances of departure from the uni­ 
versally established codes of hon­ 
esty, 
moralit}', 
justice, 
et 
cetera, 
but 
anx' 
belief 
in 
the 
power 
of 
aught that is not of God. 
Indeed, 
Christian 
Science 
adopts 
as 
its 
standard 
for 
man’s 
conduct 
the 
standard 
raised 
by 
Jesus 
m 
the 
Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount. 
It 
does 
teach tha*-. In reality there is no 


sin, even as there is no disease, but 
mortal man, w'ho believes in the 
pleasure and 
pain of the senses, 
needs to be healed of these false 
beliefs, and w'hen they are destroy­ 
ed for him through understanding, 
he ceases to indulge them, and then 
the sin ceases— is destroyed; 
and 
Cliristittn Bcience teaches that the 
destruction of sin is the forgiveness 
thereof. 
Christian Science does not 
teach that sin is w'ithout punish­ 
ment. 
Inevitably xvhat a man sow's, 
that will he also reap and “ he that 
soweth 
to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption.” 


C H R IS T JE S U S 
Along with the discussion of sal­ 
vation comes the consideration of 
the mission of Jesus of Nazareth. 
Christian 
Science does 
not 
teach 
that man is saved from anything 
simply because of the sacrifice that 
Jesus made. 
It teaches that Jesus 
of Nazareth xvas all that is claimed 
for him in the bible. 
He w'as the 
Son of God; he was born of a vir­ 
gin; 
he did rise from the tomb, 
and he did ascend in spiritual con­ 
sciousness until he was no longer 
visible to human eyes. 
It accepts 
Jesus as the Way-show'er, as the 
example 
of 
a 
perfect 
life, 
and 
teaches that men should so pattern 
their lives and thought that they 
may be able to do all the w'orks 
that he did, even as he promised 
they might, who believed on him. 


Christian 
Science, 
however, 
teaches that there is a distinction 
between Jesus the man, of Nazar­ 
eth, and the Christ. 
In the textbook 
of Christian Science is a full and 
clarifying discussion of this distinc­ 
tion. 
The human Jesus manifested 
the Christ and expressed more of 
the Christ than has any other hu­ 
man being, but the Christ, or Truth, 
as understood in Christian Science, 
is the expression of the spiritual 
nature of God, and may be express­ 
ed and reflected by each one as 
thought rises in spiritual purity and 
perception. 
U N IV E R S A L H E A L IN G 
In his teaching Jesus made it 
very plain that all needs are to be 
met through understanding and ap­ 
plying God’s power. 
He invited all 
who had troubles and burdens to 
come to him for healing; 
and a 
careful study of his teaching shows 
that he touched on all the human 
problems. 
Christian 
Science also 
offers, in its universal application, 
relief from every human discord. 
One of the commonest complaints 
among 
men 
is 
of 
lack— lack 
of 
friends, lack of family, lack of sup­ 
ply, lack of w'ork, lack of home. 
The whole of lack is comprised in 
one lack; 
that is. lack of under­ 
standing of God. 
If God Is all good 
— is Mind, Love, Soul Spirit, Life 
and if a man reflects God, xvith all 
than God is, he certainly can never 
entertain a sense of lack. 
A sense 
of lack indicates that mortal man is 
failing, 
or 
refusing 
to 
recognize 
God’s omnipresence, and his remedy 
is to open his eyes— open his con- 
ciousness to a recognition of God. 
In the Old Testament it is related 
that Elisha, the man of God, xvas 
once 
the 
object 
of 
some 
king’s 
xvrath, and the king sent an army 
and surrounded the city in which 
the prophet dxvelt. 
When the prop­ 
het’s 
servant 
xveut forth 
in tthe 
morning, and saw this hostile force, 
he 
was 
greatly 
frightened, 
and 
wanted 
to 
know’ 
w'hat 
could 
be 
done. Elisha told him to fear not; 
that they had God, and their pro­ 
tection was assured- 
Then he pray­ 
ed that the young man’s eyes might 
be opened. 
Then something hap­ 
pened to the young man. 
He was 
no longer afraid. 
He beheld the 
angelic host, and instead of being 
made a prisoner the prophet took 
all the invaders prisoners. 
So in xvhat is called the practice 
Or use of Christiau Science one fre- 
queutly, by reason of improved under­ 
standing, sees joy and harmony come 
out of a situation that appears to be 
fraught with loss and destruction. 
I knexv a Christian Scientist some 
years ago who was holding an elec­ 
tive position in a Middle Western 
city. 
Having been so placed for 
years, 
he 
gradually, according 
to 
the human tendency, looked upon 
the position as his source of supply. 
However, in a recurring election he 
W'as 
defeated. 
Then 
his 
friends 
began to symphasize xvith him, and 
bemoan his untimely loss, as friends 
sometimes do, but he, instead of 
accepting the situation as deieat, 
began truly to consider his relation­ 
ship to God. 
Using his knowledge 
of Christian Science in a practical 
XX ay, 
he 
saw' 
that 
God 
had 
not 
changed; 
that God had not taken 
anything from him, and that it xvas 
Ills 
privilege 
and 
opportunity 
to 
prove that he understood something 
of God’s provision for His creatures. 
He cheerfully and happily applied 
him self to the work that seemed 
available at the moment, declaring 
that 
his 
heavenly 
Father 
would 
make proper provision for him as 
he opened his eyes and w'as able to 
see God’s plan. 
Within less than a 
year there came to him an opening 
in 
an 
entirely 
different 
activity, 
from a source that he had never 
humanly considered, where he has 
been abundantly blessed during the 
intervening years. 
If one 'believes that he can be 
xxithout God’.s care, then he may 
easily fall into the error of belief 
in lack; 
but, on the other hand, 
suppose one is firm ly and under- 
standingly convinced that GocJ is al- 
xvays caring for him; he will never 
even think in terms of lack. If oue 
position seems no longer to be for 
him, he will not fear that he is out 
of xvork. He xvill rather reason that 
he has another position looking for 
him and needing him. and he must 
be alert and active to meet 
that 
need. Or. if one scarce of supply 
seems fiosed to him, he will not be 
fearful,’ 
but 
assume their 
God 
IS awakening him to larger things 
and 
he 
must 
be alert 
to 
see 
xvha+ is calling him. Or, if some par-1 
ticular companionship seems to be • 
lacking, one will not stop to griexe, 
but know that in the infinite heart 
of divine Love are countless mani- [ 
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festations of helpful companionship,, for any great leader? Human con- 
and he will heed the call to see 
xvhat Love w'ould have him do. 
So, one may run the gamut of 
human experiences, and always find 
in his consciousness of God’s ever­ 
present goodness an opportunity for 
blessing, rather than for unhappi­ 
ness. proving Paul’s statement, “ All 
things xvork together for good to 
them that love God. to them who 
are the called according to his pur­ 
pose.” 
CO NCLUSIO N 
But some may complain of the 
prospect and program of Christian 
Science and say such results and 
such conditions as you speak of are 
ideal. Certainly they are ideal; they 
are the ideal pictured by prophets, 
and made practical and effective in 
Jesus’ ministry; 
and he promised 
that w'e could do not only w'hat he 
did, but greater works than his. His 
call to mankind was to be perfect. 
Shall all enlist under his banner? 
Shall ell really be Christlons? Or 
shall 
we 
be 
content 
with 
some­ 
thing less than the perfect, some­ 
thing that is not of God? 
As one looks about him, he sees 
enlightened progress on every hand. 
Men are trying for better things. 
The nations of the xxorld have declar­ 
ed there shall be no more war. Are 
not all these mighty efforts signifi­ 
cant of idealism in the world con­ 
sciousness? Is it not the idealism 
in the xvorld consciousness? Is it 
not the leaven of Christ, Truth, that 
will 
eventually 
leaven 
the 
w'hole 
lump of human consciousness? Shall 
those 
who 
boldly call 
themselves 
Christians 
be 
found 
in the 
rear, 
rather than in the x'angiiard of ad­ 
vancing humanity? 
Nearly txxo thousand years ago 
the great Master and Teacher sent 
forth his little band of faithful fol- 
loxx'ers to preach the good news, to 
heal the sick, to raise the dead; 
and to them he gave this marvelous 
promise xxTiicb is our heritage: “ Be­ 
hold. 
I give 
unto x'ou 
pow’er to 
tread 
on 
serpents 
and 
scorpions, 
and 
over 
all 
the 
power 
of 
the 
enemy; and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you.” 


Shall w’6 be afraid to attempt to 
go forth and conquer in his name? 
but some may say, “ The xvorld is 
not ready for the ideal, the per­ 
fect.” 
Has 
the 
world 
ever 
been 
leady for any great movement, or 


sciousness is always saying, ‘‘W ait, 


go slowly.’* But Truth cannot waiL 


Its 
demands 
are 
imperative 
and 
they who hear its call must be 
obedient or they shall be deemed? 
unworthy. 


It is related that one came to 
Jesus saying. “ Lord, I will follow 
thee; but let me fflrst go bid them 
farewell, which are at home at my 
house.’* Then Jesus said to him^ 
“ No man, having put his hand to 
the plough, and looking back, Is fit 
for the kingdom of God.” There can 
be no halfway service of God. It is 
the teaching of theMaster, again, 
that xx’e need to remember. No man 
can serve txvo masters. ‘‘Y^e cannot** 
serve God and mammon.’* 


Christian Science is calling for 
the highest and best that is In men 
— is calling for progress and un- 
foldment. 
As 
the 
individual 
is 
aroused to better thinking, better 
living, better health, better morals, 
he gradually sees more of God’s 
presence and power and expects a 
more practical manifestation of this 
power, until he can indeed realize 
something of 
Mrs. 
Eddy’s 
vision 
W’hen she says (Science and Health, 
p. 557), ‘‘Divine Science rolls bac’iv 
the clouds of error with the light of 
Truth, and lifts the curtain on man'i, 
as never born and as never dying, 
but as coexistent with his creator.”
